Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division 
provides Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history 
records are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.”

SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 


(A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 
policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order;

could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority or any 
private institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law 
enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual:

Arthur William Bell III, also known as Arthur Bell, and 
Art Bell, date of birth June 17, 1945, Social Security Account 
Number 264-72-9933, was interviewed at his request concerning 
threats against his life.

It further claims Stephens 
physically abused his ex-wife, 
who obtained a protective order 
against him in Montana. 
Stephens could not be reached for 
comment Monday. 

Oates, who bills himself as a 
specialist in the field of “reverse 
speech” — the analysis of taped 
speech played backward — said 
he was shocked when he learned 
Bell had obtained a protective or- 
der against him. He has asked 
the court to dissolve it. 

“The protective order is abso- 
lutely ridiculous,” he said. “It’s 


stupid. I never go to Nevada.” 


Oates claimed Bell sought the 
orders to bolster his defamation 
case and garner publicity. He de- 
nied threatening Bell either di- 
rectly or indirectly. 


“I have no intentions of doing 
any harm to Bell,” he said. 


Bell filed a $60 million lawsuit 
in May in Los Angeles County 
Superior Court that accuses 
Oates and Stephens of slander- 
ing him by falsely describing him 
as a pedophile and child pornog- 
rapher. Since then, the case has 
been moved to federal court, and 
Oates has filed a countersuit 
against Bell.
